Blvd.  in  Orange.  Firefighters  could 
not  control  the  fire,  he  said. 

BLAZE  NEARS  CREST 
According  to  Burt,  the  blaze  was 
nearing  the  crest  of  the  Santa  Ana 
mountains  and  may  burn  on  toward 
El  Toro  Marine  Base  to  the  South. 
High  winds  whipped  the  fire  Monday 
and  kept  borate  bombers,  with  their 


fire-quenching  cargos,  on  the  ground. 

United  Press  International  reported 
Monday  that  the  Orange  County  blaze 
had  destroyed  more  than  50  homes 
and  blackened  more  than  28,000  acres. 
Monday  night,  no  injuries  or  deaths 
had  been  reported. 

But  some  families  who  are  mem- 
bers of  the  Church  of  Jesus  Christ  of 
Latter-day  Saints  had  been  evacuated 
from  the  path  of  the  fire  early  Mon- 
day morning  and  some  had  lost  their 
homes,  according  to  Burt.

The  Flag  Dilemma 


Less  than  ten  per  cent  of  fac- 
ulty and  students  are  using  a 
BYU  service  which  could  save 
them  noticeable  time  and  effort 
in  schoolwork  and  grading. 

The  Testing  Service,  located  in 
B - 238.  Smoot  Administration 
Bldg.,  is  preparing  to  score  and 
analyze  tests,  polls,  question- 
naires, and  ballots,  according  to 
R.B.  Hodson,  assistant  director 
of  the  office. 

WELCOME  ALL 
At  present  more  faculty  mem- 
bers use  the  service  than  organ- 
izations and  students,  however, 
the  office  welcomes  all  BYU  stud- 
ents who  may  want  class  polls 
analyzed,  Ward  directories  com- 
piled, or  election  ballots  counted. 

Faculty  who  want  to  use  the 
service  need  only  purchase  test 


A new  method  of  determining  patrio- 
tism has  been  developed  at  BYU. 

It’s  very  simple. 

It’s  the  student’s  attitude  and  actions 
toward  the  daily  flag  raising  and  playing 
of  the  Star  Spangled  Banner. 

The  flag  is  positioned  at  7:50  a.m.  and 
5:00  p.m. — strangely  enough  this  seems  to 
be  the  time  that  the  students  hustle  across 
the  open  campus  to  the  nearest  building 
the  fastest. 

Basically  the  patriotic  grading  goes 
like  this. 

PATRIOTIC:  a student  who  remains  in 
the  open  and  stands  at  a quasi  attention 
for  the  duration  of  the  national  anthem. 

UNPATRIOTIC:  a student  who  contin- 
ues to  walk  or  make  comments  loud  enough 
to  be  heard  during  the  playing  of  the  an- 
them or  he  may  even  have  the  nerve  to 
try  and  beat  the  song  by  getting  inside  the 
building  at  first  sight  of  the  color  guard. 

NOT  FIGURED:  these  are  the  students 
who  seem  to  be  in  great  numbers- 


URED  which  blows  the  Patriotic  Grading 
Theory.  No  stigma  is  attached  to  staying 
inside.  In  fact  by  some  it  is  considered  the 
smart  thing  to  do. 

BYU  should  be  proud  of  the  fact  it  is 
one  of  the  few  universities  in  the  United 
States  that  plays  the  National  Anthem  with 
the  flag  ceremony. 

As  one  professor  put  it,  “If  the  National 
Anthem  were  played  on  my  campus  and 
some  one  stopped,  the  walls  would  probably 
fall  down.”

Consultation  is  available  at 
Testing  Service  to  help  teachers 
decide  the  best  type  of  answer 
sheet  for  their  purposes. 

Besides  scoring  each  test,  the 
testing  office  computer  provides 
teachers  with  a distribution  of 
scores,  an  analysis  of  each  test 
question,  and  names  of  students 
who  did  not  take  the  exam. 

BOTH  KINDS 

The  computer  can  grade  part- 
ially subjective  tests  as  well  as 
objective  ones  if  the  teacher 
grades  the  subjective  answers 
and  assigns  them  a numerical 
grade.  The  machine  then  adds  the 
numerical  grade  into  the  objec- 
tive score. 

Another  service,  which  less 
then  five  per  cent  of  faculty  are 
using  is  the  cumulative  record 
service. 

This  process  not  only  scores 
tests,  but  provides  running  fi- 
gures of  each  student’s  class 
standing  and  their  grade  average 
to  that  point.  Analysis  papers 
show  tests  each  student  has  mis- 
sed and  other  useful  information. 

IBM  SHEETS 

The  office  can  compile  and 
analyze  data  for  any  IBM-type 
answer  sheet.  Testing  Service  has 
various  sheet  styles,  depending 
on  the  nature  of  the  test  or  ques- 
tionnaire.

Two  Soviet  Satellites  Link  Up  In  Space 


Two  major  fires  broke  out  in  San 
Diego  Monday.  One  quickly  black- 
ened 3,000  to  5,000  acres  near  Julian 
and  a second  300  to  400  acres  near 
Ramona. 

Another  fire,  which  blackened 
150  acres  in  the  Ojai  Valley  in  Ven- 
tura County,  was  declared  con- 
trolled Monday. 

Weather  was  a major  handicap,  to 
firefighters  Monday,  as  the  mer- 
cury climbed  toward  a high  of  95, 
the  humidity  dropped  to  8 per  cent 
and  hot,  dry  winds  off  the  desert— 
with  gusts  clocked  up  to  70  miles 
an  hour  on  Sunday— again  rose  in 
velocity.  These  desert  winds,  called 
Santa  Anas,  suck  moisture  from 
vegetation,  leaving  it  tinder  dry 
and  an  excellent  fuel  to  feed  the 
flames. 


MOSCOW  (UPI)— The  Soviet 
Union  announced  it  launched  Cos- 
mos 188  Monday  an  earth  satellite 
that  carried  out  an  automatic  dock- 
ing procedure  with  Cosmos  186  an- 
other satellite  sent  up  Friday. 

It  was  the  first  automatic  dock- 
ing procedure  ever  carried  out  al- 


though the  United  States  has  car- 
ried out  manned  docking  experi- 
ments. 

The  announcement  said  the  “rig- 
idly coupled”  satellites  are  contin- 
uing their  joint  orbital  flight,  ac- 
cording to  telemetry  radioed  from 


the  project.  It  reported  all  equip- 
ment functioning  normally. 

The  spectacular  docking  achieve- 
ment followed  only  by  a few  hours 
an  official  denial  from  Russia’s  top 
scientific  expert  that  the  Russians 
planned  a space  spectacular  involv- 
ing passengers.
